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GROWTH OF THE CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT AT ST. ANSELME 


A QUEBEC RURAL PARISH 


Foreword 


The present document on the co-operative movement at St. Anselme is 
meant for students coming to Canada under the auspices of the Colombo Plan who 
desire to obtain information on co-operatives in this country. We hope that it will 
help them to obtain a more exact idea of the structure, the importance and the 
scope of the co-operative movement in St. Anselme. It should serve as an example 
that farmers are able to settle a good many of their production and marketing 
problems if they join their efforts and bring together their resources after a 
thorough study of co-operative principles and institutions. We wish to thank the 
managers of co-operatives and the farmers of St. Anselme as well as the leaders 
of the Fédération des Caisses Populaires Desjardins for the collaboration which 
we have received from them. 
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| INTRODUCTION 


The concentration of co-operative institutions in St. Anselme and the 
variety of services which they bring to the farmers of this parish and neighbouring 
parishes have contributed more than anything else to the reputation which this 
small rural parish of barely two thousand two hundred inhabitants has acquired 
in this country and abroad. There are no less than nine co-operative organiza- 
tions. They are: Caisse Populaire (savings and loans co-operative), a general 
store, a bakery, a poultry slaughtering house, a hatchery, an agricultural co- 
operative, a housing co-operative, a fire insurance mutual, and two co-operatives 
for farm machinery established to allow members to own and utilize farm machin- 
ery in common. 


The poultry slaughtering house also owns an egg grading station. The Co- 
operative Agricultural Society comprises the following departments: butter factory, 
feed mill, egg grading station, co-operative garage and sale of livestock under 
consignment. All the co-operative organizations of St. Anselme carry out their 
business principally or exclusively with local inhabitants except for the poultry 
slaughtering house and the Agricultural Co-operative Society. The latter two co- 
operatives are on a regional basis. Furthermore, half of the farmers who produce 
maple syrup in St. Anselme, or 42 farmers, are members of the Quebec Maple Sugar 
Producers Co-operative Society, a provincial organization with a processing plant 
located at Plessisville, some 75 miles (about 112 kilometres) from St. Anselme. 


The business of some of these enterprises is imposing. For example, the 
Caisse Populdire handled last year more than $12 millions in deposits and with- 
drawals of savings. The Agricultural Co-operative Society and the poultry slaugh- 
tering house in 1956 reached a business turnover of $1.3 and $1.4 million re- 
spectively. The preceeding remarks indicate briefly the extent, variety and 
economic importance of the co-operative movement of St. Anselme. 


This study covers the following points: 


a) The chief features of the physical and socio-economic environment of 
St. Anselme; 


b) The development of agriculture in this parish from 1940 to date; 


c) The structure, development, co-ordination and repercussions of the co- 
operative movement of St. Anselme. 


The basic information was supplied principally by the local managers and 
farmers. A survey was conducted among the farmers of St. Anselme in collabora- 
tion with the Fédération des Caisses Populaires Desjardins. Thirty per cent of 
the farmers or 53 altogether were chosen at random and interviewed. From various 
data on hand, the reliability of the sampling procedures used was checked. The 
results obtained were proved satisfactory. 


Il CHIEF FEATURES OF THE SOCIO-ECONOMIC ENVIRONMENT 
St. Anselme is situated 17 miles (25 kilometres) southeast of Quebec City. 
The parish occupies an area of about 29 square miles. It is linked to Levis and 
Quebec City by a good road network and two railroads. 


The civil parish is divided into two municipalities: the rural municipality 
and the village. The rural municipality comprises 1,138 inhabitants and the 
village 1,086 inhabitants, forming a total of 2,224 inhabitants. 


Farming is the chief occupation of the inhabitants of St. Anselme. There are 
about 175 farms. The rural population is relatively young, the average age of the 
farmers being 46 years. Families are large, averaging six children per family. 
Two-thirds of the farmers were born in St. Anselme and almost all own the farms 
they cultivate. 


Generally speaking, the soils of St. Anselme, from the point of view of 
fertility, compare advantageously with those of other parishes of the county. They 
can be classed as average for the Province. Topography and soil texture present 
much variation. Soils are adapted mostly for grain (oats) and hay crops. Because 
of their hard work and their progressive spirit, the farmers of St. Anselme have 
appreciably improved the fertility of their soils. 


The average farm size is roughly 94 acres (37.5 hectares). About three- 
quarters of the farm land is cleared. Three-quarters of the cleared land is under 
cultivation, mostly in field crops, and the balance in pastures. Oats and hay 
occupy together approximately 90 per cent of the area under field crops. It may 
appear surprising that field crops occupy such an important place. It should be 
mentioned, however, that the soils are adapted to only a limited number of crops. 


Agriculture in St. Anselme rests on animal husbandry. In 1956, about 29 per 
cent of the cash income was derived from butter, 26 per cent from hogs, 28 per 
cent from poultry and 12 per cent from cattle and calves. 


In 1956, the total cash income per farm amounted to about $3,700 and non- 
farm’ income to about $500 per farm, making a total revenue of $4,200. The cash 
income of St. Anselme farmers averages slightly higher than that of farmers for 
the whole Province. It is important to underline that almost half of St. Anselme 
farmers also work outside of their farms. 


Mechanization is, generally speaking, more prevalent in St. Anselme than 
in the remainder of Dorchester County or for the province of Quebec as a whole. 
(See table 1 of the appendix). One farm out of two owns a tractor and a milking 
machine, three farms out of five own an automobile, four farms out of five own 
electric motors. Almost all farms have electric power. 


Farm buildings also reflect this progressive trend. At least 90 per cent of 
the farm houses have running water. Nine out of ten own an electric washing 
machine, four out of five, electric refrigerators and one out of two is provided 


with telephone service. Ninety-six per cent of the farmers own a radio and 62 
per cent a television set. 


At least 80 per cent of the farmers are subscribers to an agricultural maga- 
zine and at least 10 per cent of them have taken part in better farming competi- 
tions. The work of the agronome is considered indispensable to the development 
of agriculture in the parish. These facts prove that the farmers of St. Anselme 
are progressive. 


Nearly 75 per cent, by value, of the farm products of St. Anselme are 
marketed through co-operatives. The co-operatives’ share in the marketing of the 
St. Anselme agricultural products varies according to product. It amounts to 100 
per cent in the case of butter, 80 per cent for poultry and eggs, and 50 to 60 per 
cent for livestock. Approximately 70 per cent of the maple syrup produced in St. 
Anselme is shipped to the co-operative at Plessisville. 


The principal markets of the co-operatives are, in order of importance, 
Quebec City, Montréal and the neighbouring region. 


Among the non-co-operative enterprises of St. Anselme, are a foundry, a 
feed mill, three butcher shops, two chartered banks and several small shops. 


Il AGRICULTURAL TRENDS SINCE 1940 


The following data are based on the agricultural censuses of 1941, 195] 
and 1956 and on the information supplied by Mr. Maurice Dirren, agronome for the 
county of Dorchester and by the managers of the local co-operatives. 


Farm population has decreased 12 per cent during this period although the 
number of farm operators has remained much the same. The decrease in farm 
population is due mostly to a large migration of rural youth towards large urban 
centers. 


The average farm size has not changed appreciably. The number of small 
farms has not decreased as much as might be expected. They continue to exist 
due to the numerous part-time jobs outside the farm available to farmers. 


No great change in the types of crops has been observed; hay and grain 
(oats) remain by far the most important crops raised in St. Anselme. The total 
area in pasture has hardly changed during the period. However, there has been a 
rapid and marked shift from permanent pastures to rotation pastures. This shift 
has brought about important changes in cultural practices. Thus, pastures are 
now better fertilized and the new pasture plants used are more productive. 


There has also been an improvement in the varieties of hay and oats and in 
haying methods. Silage is now general. Finally, mechanization has made great 
strides. For example, whereas in 1946 there were only 15 tractors, 18 milking 
machines and 25 automobiles, there are to-day 80 tractors, 86 milking machines 
and 106 automobiles. 


There has been no shift from one type of animal production to another. 
Dairy farming and hog raising which represent the basis of agriculture in St. 
Anselme have increased rapidly side by side. The number of cows and heifers 
rose from 1,928 in 1940 to 2,480 in 1955, whereas the number of hogs more than 
doubled, from 2,134 to 4,896. Poultry farming has been added to dairy and hog 
production. In 1940, the agricultural census reported 20,191 hens and chickens. 
In 1955, they had reached a record of 67,264. Turkey raising is also developing 
rapidly. 


Part-time farms become more and more numerous. Mr. Dirren observed during 
a recent survey on the causes for the abandonment of farms in Dorchester county 
that St. Anselme is changing rapidly and is becoming an urban parish. 


IV CO-OPERATIVE ORGANIZATIONS 


General characteristics 


All co-operative organizations are located in the village, except for the 
office of the Fire Mutual Insurance and for the co-operatives for farm machinery. 
The co-operatives which deal principally with processing and marketing of farm 
products include the St. Anselme Co-operative Hatchery (1931),! the St. Anselme 
Co-operative Agricultural Society (1941) and the Dorchester Co-operative o1 
poultry slaughtering house (1949). The St. Anselme Co-operative Syndicate or 
general store (1939) handles consumer goods and farm supplies and the St. 
Anselme Co-operative bakery, (1943) bakes and distributes bread. The last two 
co-operatives belong really to the consumer co-operative group. The following 
organizations operate primarily as service organizations for their members: the 
two farm machinery syndicates (1947 and 1948) the parochial fire mutual (1923) 
and the co-operative housing (1946). Finally, the Caisse Populaire of St. Anselme 
(1923), a savings and loans co-operative, is truly the corner-stone of the whole 
co-operative structure, because it grants numerous loans to other co-operative 
enterprises as well as to individual farmers. 


The hatchery includes 59 members of which 48 are from St. Anselme. It 
specializes in hatching and selling day-old chicks. In 1956, it received approxi- 
mately 700,000 eggs for hatching. It is expected that the total for 1957 will ex- 
ceed one million The hatchery also sells drugs and poultry implements. 


Most of St. Anselme farmers are members of the Co-operative Agricultural 
Society, that is 158 farmers out of a total of 175 in the parish. Six co-operatives 
of the neighbouring parishes are also members. The latter do business mostly 
with the co-operative feed mill and the garage. The butter factory produces 
400,000 pounds of butter annually of which at least 80 per cent is of first grade. 
The egg grading station handled last year almost 150,000 dozen eggs. The nu- 
merous operations of the feed mill represent more than 60 per cent of the total

business of the co-operative. It also furnishes its members with ensilage equip- 
ment and other farm machinery. 


The Dorchester co-operative slaughtered almost four million pounds of 
poultry in 1956. It is primarily a regional co-operative. Out of a total of 282 mem- 
bers, only 72 are from St. Anselme. It also handled 200,000 dozen eggs. 


The co-operative store has a membership of 121 including about 100 farmers. 
It is of the country general store type. It sells numerous products: food, hard- 
ware, building materials, plumbing and heating equipment; drugs, furniture, 
electrical supplies and accessories. The bakery supplies 150 customers of which 
110 are farmers. 


The first farm machinery syndicate groups 10 farmers and the second, 7 
farmers. Each syndicate owns a threshing machine and a machinery shed. The 
second syndicate also owns a silage cutter. 


Almost all farmers belong to the fire mutual. Total insurance in force is 
close to $900,000. The mutual does not accumulate a reserve fund. Annual losses 
are prorated according to the value of policies held by each insured. The housing 
co-operative built during the period 1946-1953, a dozen houses, with an average 
value ranging between five thousand and six thousand dollars, for employees of 
co-operatives. Loans necessary for the construction of these houses were 
financed by the owners themselves or by various lending organizations. It has 
remained inactive since 1953; there are still seven lots available to complete the 
project. 


The St. Anselme Caisse Populaire gathers the savings of the parishioners 
and grants them loans for useful purpose at reasonable interest rates. One thou- 
sand and sixty three inhabitants of St. Anselme are members of this organization, 
which means one out of two inhabitants. No less than 158 of the 175 farmers of 
the locality belong to it. 


During the financial year closed May 31, 1957, it loaned $728,297. Four- 
fifths of this amount was loaned on promissory notes and the balance on mortgages. 
Of the loans on promissory notes, two-thirds in value went to co-operatives and 
about ten per cent to farmers. Farmers were thus enabled to meet part of their 


short-term credit requirements. At May 31, 1957, assets of the Caisse Populaire 
were $618,027. 


V IMPORTANCE OF CO-OPERATIVE ORGANIZATIONS 


Table 2 of the appendix gives figures showing the importance of co-operative 
organizations of St. Anselme. It is worth mentioning that the hatchery, the Agri- 
cultural Co-operative Society, the poultry plant and the general store represent 
assets of $644,000, and do business of nearly 3 million dollars annually. How- 
ever, the business transacted by these four co-operatives with member and non- 
member farmers of the parish is of the order of $1.2 million. 


It is also important to underline the fact that the net worth of the members 
is high. It reaches 83 per cent of the assets in the case of the hatchery, 62 per 
cent in the case of the Agricultural Co-operative Society, 45 per cent in the case 
of the poultry plant and 70 per cent in the case of the store. With limited means, 
farmers have been able, over the years, to become owners of flourishing enter- 
prises. 


Co-operatives also transact a good deal of business with non-members. In 
fact, the hatchery and the poultry plant carry out a larger share of their business 
with non-members. (table 3). Information is lacking on the volume of business 
per non-member. 


The average volume of business transacted by each member during the year 
for certain organizations was as follows: hatchery $345, poultry plant $1,388, 
agricultural co-operative $6,244, ($3,986 if the six member co-operatives are 
excluded), general store $1,240. 


When compared with the average Caisses Populaires Desjardins in the 
Province of Quebec, the St. Anselme Caisse Populaire is one of the most impor- 
tant of the agricultural sector. It has 1,063 members compared with 810 members 
for the average Caisse Populaire. It has total assets of $618,027, compared with 
$403,000 for the general average of the Province and $168,000 for the average of 
the rural Caisses Populaires. Assets per member for the Caisse Populaire of St. 
Anselme total $580, as compared with $480, for the average member belonging to 
the Federation des Caisses Populaires Desjardins. 


Vl FACTORS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE GROWTH 
OF CO-OPERATIVE ORGANIZATIONS 


Before the establishment of the general store in 1939, co-operative organiza- 
tions in St. Anselme were limited to the Caisse Populaire, the hatchery and the 
fire mutual and these organizations were of limited scope. 


In 1938, the Bishops of the Province of Quebec wrote a collective letter on 
the problems of Quebec farmers. The crises of the thirties had disastrous econ- 
omic and social consequences for Quebec farmers. The letter recommended to 
the people, among other things, the establishment of co-operatives in order to 
raise the standard of living of the agricultural class. In 1938, Mr. Laurent Caron, 
the present manager of the general store and co-operative bakery, and Mr. Pierre 
Turgeon, a retired farmer, along with the help of the Catholic Farmers Union 
(U.C.C.) organized the farmers in study groups to analyze the contents of the 
letter received from the Bishops. This was the birth of the co-operative movement 
in St. Anselme. 


A store was erected in 1939, to enable farmers to obtain certain consumer 
goods and farm supplies at better prices. The store proved to be a complete 
success. In 1941, the farmers of St. Anselme bought the local butter factory 
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through the general store. This factory had been equipped with obsolete equipment. 
Shortly after, the Co-operative Agricultural Society was formed and all important 
agricultural services were transferred from the store to this co-operative. In 1942, 
this Agricultural Co-operative Society became affiliated to the Coopérative 
Fédérée de Québec. 


During the period 1942-1955, the Agricultural Co-operative Society expanded 
rapidly to meet the needs not only of St. Anselme farmers but also of farmers in 
neighbouring parishes. Thus, in 1942, a department for the consignment of live- 
stock was established, in order to lower marketing costs. In 1947, the feed mill 
was erected to provide sound competition in feeds and to produce feeds better 
adapted to local needs. In 1955, a co-operative garage was set up to enable 
farmers to have their machinery repaired. 


The Dorchester Co-operative (poultry plant) owes its existence to the rapid 
development of poultry farming in the region during the post-war years. St. 
Anselme was chosen for the site of the slaughtering plant, because it already 
possessed a hatchery. The bakery was born from restrictions brought about by the 
war measures. The feed mill was compelled to buy flour if it wanted bran. The 
housing co-operative was established to enable the employees of local co-ops to 
become home owners and enjoy in common certain local improvements such as 
water-main. and sewers. Finally, the farm machinery syndicates enabled some 
farmers to obtain threshing machines at the time when they needed them most. 


The St. Anselme co-operative movement stemmed from a need to improve the 
standards of living of farmers. It was developed gradually to meet the necessity 
of improving marketing methods for farm products. The experience thus obtained 
and the savings realized allowed the existing co-operatives to organize new co- 
operative societies. Finally, because of the efficiency of their study groups, St. 
Anselme farmers have remained deeply interested in co-operatives and agricultural 
problems. 


Many people share responsibility for the development of the St. Anselme 
co-operative movement. Mr. Laurent Caron and Mr. Pierre Turgeon have not only 
given leadership in establishing a number of co-operatives in St. Anselme, but 
they have also contributed through their technical advice to the formation of agri- 
cultural co-operatives in 17 of the 22 parishes of Dorchester County and in nine 
neighbouring counties. Rev. Omer Carrier, parish priest and Rev. Gérard Poulin, 
his assistant, have brought steady encouragement to farmers during these years 
while the movement was being organized. 


The agronomes have also helped through their extension work and their 
technical advice in connection with marketing of agricultural products. Some of 
them have become managers of co-operatives at St. Anselme. Finally, the Rural 
Economics Service of the Province of Quebec has done the auditing of agri- 
cultural co-operatives. 


By their efficient administration, a number of co-operative managers have 


greatly helped the co-operative movement of St. Anselme. Women’s Institutes and 
especially Mrs. J.-B. Cadrin, their president, have played an outstanding role in 
fostering better education for farmers’ sons. The Quebec Co-operative Council 
has always worked closely with the leaders of the movement by spreading co- 
operative doctrine. The St. Anselme co-operatives have also found a powerful 
supporter in Senator Cyrille Vaillancourt, manager of the Fédération des Caisses 
Populaires Desjardins. 


But the spread of the movement is due mostly to St. Anselme farmers who 
for 20 years, have constantly studied the principles and the functioning of co- 
operative institutions. 


[| COORDINATION OF THE MOVEMENT 


One of the first questions asked about the various organizations of St. 
Anselme is whether or not they have become grouped into a local federation. 
Such a federation does not exist. However, it will be seen later that the activities 
of the co-operatives are coordinated in several ways. 


Students of the Colombo Plan often ask if the co-operatives are administered 
by civil servants of the federal or provincial governments. In Canada, legislation 
respecting co-operative societies is under the jurisdiction of the provinces. 
Thus, in Quebec we have the following co-operative Acts: 


Act respecting Co-operative Syndicates 

Act respecting Agricultural Co-operative Societies 

Act incorporating the Quebec Federated Co-operative 

Act respecting Fishermen's Co-operative Societies 

Act favoring Rural Electrification Through Rural Electricity Co-operatives. 


In Quebec, as elsewhere in Canada, co-operative members are at the same time 
owners and users of these enterprises and choose their own Board of Directors. 
They are consequently autonomous within the limits set by the co-operative 
legislation. 


The Quebec Provincial Government has been interested in the development 
of co-operative societies for more than 40 years. In the agricultural field, for 
example, the Department of Agriculture has some twenty agronomes available to 
agricultural co-operative societies for technical advice. The Department also 
provides special grmts and in certain cases guarantees bank loans to co- 
operatives. But the role of the Provincial Government is limited to auditing and 
provision of technical and financial assistance. 


There are in the Province of Quebec, two large central co-operatives, La 
Coopérative Fédérée de Québec and |’Alliance des Coopératives de Consommation. 
The Coopérative Fédérée de Québec is a central co-operative for agricultural 
co-operatives. Its main function is to market farm products coming from local co- 
operatives and provide them with farm supplies. More than two-thirds of the local 
agricultural co-operatives are affiliated with it. L’Alliance des Coopératives de 
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de Consommation establishes alink between consumers co-operatives ot urban and 
rural areas and offers them the services of accounting experts. The St. Anselme 
Co-operative Agricultural Society is affiliated with the Coopérative Fédérée de 
Québec and the St. Anselme Co-operative Syndicate with l’Alliance des Co- 
opératives de Consommation. 


The parish of St. Anselme takes an active part each year in the Co-operation 
Week. This contributes greatly toward solidarity among the various associations. 
Furthermore, the farmers, the co-operative leaders and the county agronome 
participate in the annual meeting of study groups of the Catholic Farmers Union 
of St. Anselme. The local co-operatives work closely with the Quebec Co- 
operation Council, a provincial organization representing co-operatives and other 
agencies interested in co-operative education and promotion. 


The St. Anselme co-operatives render each other numerous services. All 
the co-operatives own a share in the local Caisse Populaire and transact their 
business through it. The Caisse Populaire grants loans to the other co-operatives. 
The store sells building materials and gasoline to some co-operatives. The 
Agricultural Co-operative Society sells flour to the bakery, feeds to the hatchery 
and the poultry plant, and Fédérée paint to the store. Co-operation goes even 
farther. The poultry plant resells poultry feed bought from the Agricultural Co- 
operative Society, to poultry growers who have purchased their chicks from the 
hatchery, and undertakes to buy back the chicken for slaughtering. 


Il! IMPACT OF THE CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT 


It is difficult to evaluate the improvements realized through co-operatives 
at St. Anselme. They have not only improved marketing of agricultural products, 
modified social conditions, improved standards of living and modernized agri- 
cultural methods, but they have also contributed to the spread of the co-operative 
movement throughout the county of Dorchester and nine neighbouring counties. 


It has often been said that the principal role of co-operatives in the economy 
of a nation is to be pace-setters. The co-operatives of St. Anselme can hardly be 
expected to do this on a provincial or national scale on account of their limited 
scope. They have, however, contributed to spreading the best methods of mar- 
keting for farm products and therefore of improving cultural practices, lowering 
prices of farm supplies by providing competition in local and regional trade, 
decreasing processing costs for farm products, and encouraging farmers to produce 
to meet the needs of the market. 


They have returned good patronage dividends to the farmers. Thus, the 
Agricultural Co-operative Society of St. Anselme has paid more than $90,000 in 
patronage dividends to its members, since its inception, while always buying the 
products at market prices. Farmers have also benefited from numerous services. 
Besides, buildings and equipment of the co-operatives are very modern and they 
provide work to some 100 employees. 
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Co-operatives have greatly facilitated the work of the agronome. The 
hatchery and the poultry plant have permitted several farmers to become poultry 
specialists. The managers of the Co-operative Societies have encouraged the use 
of quality seed and balanced rations. Twenty local leaders, all farmers, meet 
regularly with the directors to discuss administration problems, new services and 
co-operative extension work. The Agricultural Co-operative Society of St. Anselme 
encourages farmers to keep accounts and hardly a business day passes without 
the various co-operative managers discussing numerous problems of farm produc- 
tion with the farmers. 


Co-operatives have also played a social role of first importance. Before the 
introduction of the co-operative movement in St. Anselme, lawsuits between 
farmers were frequent. The development of co-operatives in their parish has 
given them the opportunity to discuss their problems together, so that now law- 
suits are a thing of the past. 


A new social class has been created in St. Anselme, that of the managers 
and employees of co-operatives. Many of these have become specialists in 
finance and trade. This new class has become interested in municipal and school 
affairs of the parish. It has been active in municipal, school and parish com- 
mittees. Due to their initiative, school leaving age has been raised. Facilities 
are provided for studies to continue until the eleventh grade. The parish even has 
a nursery school. 


The Caisse Populaire has grown with the co-operative enterprises of St. 
Anselme. The enterprises find in their Caisse Populaire a ready source of funds. 
The increasing amounts of loans which the savings and loan association has 
granied to co-operatives during the period have contributed largely to increase 
its assets. 


The Caisse Populaire of St. Anselme is now in a position to insure the 
loans and savings of its members, through the Desjardins Life Insurance Plan. 
This life insurance plan is of an extreme importance for the farmers of St. 
Anselme. The survey revealed that 12 farmers out of 53 had no life insurance and 
that the others carried only an average of $1,700.
